SEVENTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 


of  the 

Board  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind. 


Introduction:  It  was  in  August  1871  that  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind  first  opened  its  doors  to  the  blind  of  this 
territory.  Therefore,  with  the  June  1941  closing,  the  School 
completed  three  score  years  and  ten  of  service  to  the  visually 
handicapped. 

This  report,  for  the  school  year  1940-41  is  necessarily 
general  in  character.  The  financial  condition  of  the  School, 
and  details  as  to  the  various  departments  of  instruction  may 
be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Superintend- 
ent respectively. 

Supervision  and  Property:  The  visiting  committees, 
appointed  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Board,  are  faithful 
to  their  duties  and  inspect  not  only  the  condition  of  the  School 
property  but  matters  pertaining  to  training,  sanitation,  food, 
health,  and  fire  protection. 

During  the  summer,  following  the  closing  of  the  School 
new  floors  of  a permanent  and  sanitary  type  were  laid  in  the 
kitchen,  scullery  and  pantry,  and  a new  oak  floor  in  the  office 
and  board-room. 

The  new,  fire-proof  wing,  opened  in  January  1940  is 
amply  justifying  its  building,  in  the  excellent  facilities  it  is 
giving  for  library  accommodation,  added  class-room  service, 
recreation,  and  possible  air-raid  shelter. 
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British  Guest  Children:  During  the  summer  vacation 
period  of  1940  the  School  accommodated  three  groups  of  British 
guest  children  to  the  amount  of  1010  boarding  days.  These 
children  were  entertained  at  the  School  during  the  interval 
between  their  landing  in  Halifax  and  their  subsequent  admis- 
sion into  our  Canadian  homes,  and  every  effort  was  made  by 
the  School  to  cooperate  with  the  Provincial  Departments  of 
Health,  Child  Welfare,  and  others  interested  in  the  plan. 

Health:  During  the  scourge  of  infectious  diseases  that 
swept  the  country  in  the  winter  of  1940-41  our  large  family 
did  not  escape.  In  all  we  had  eighteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever, 
two  of  diphtheria,  twenty-two  of  measles,  and  nineteen  of 
influenza.  Fortunately  most  of  these  cases  were  light,  and 
no  case  proved  fatal. 

I he  Board  wishes  here  to  acknowledge  the  close  cooper- 
ation the  School  receives  from  the  Dalhousie  Health  Centre, 
the  Children's  Hospital,  the  Victoria  General  Hospital  and  the 
Dalhousie  Dental  College;  also  our  grateful  thanks  to  our  three 
visiting  physicians,  Doctors  F.  V.  Woodbury,  W.  G.  Colwell, 
and  George  L.  Covert;  and  the  continuous  supervision  re- 
garding conditions  of  ear,  eye,  nose  and  throat,  of  Doctors 
R.  E.  Mathers,  A.  E.  Doull,  A.  Ernest  Doull  and  Donald 
MacRae. 

Changes  in  Staff:  At  the  close  of  the  school  year, 
June  1941,  three  members  of  the  staff  retired  from  long  and 
faithful  service.  These  were: 

Mr.  J.  ( . Milliston,  who  had  been  a member  of  the  Music 
Department  for  thirty-eight  years,  the  last  five  of  which  he 
was  its  principal ; 

Mrs.  S.  E.  Fielding,  who,  for  twenty-two  years,  served  as 
matron  first  in  the  Junior  Department  and  latterlv  in  the 
C. iris'  Building; 
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Mrs.  J.  C.  W'illiston,  who,  for  twenty-one  years,  served  as 
matron  in  the  Boys’  Building. 

Miss  Mae  MacNeil  has  been  appointed  as  principal  of 
the  Music  Department,  and  Mr.  Ivan  Gillis  employed  as  full- 
time member  of  the  music  staff. 

Mrs.  h.  (.  . Fallow  and  Mrs.  Clara  W.  Macdonald  have 
been  appointed  matrons  of  the  girls’  and  boys’  buildings  re- 
spectively.

\our  Superintendent  submits  herewith  his  report  on  the 
activities  of  the  School  for  the  school  tear  1940-41,  this  being 
the  seventieth  year  of  the  School's  service  to  the  public. 

During  the  year  there  were  161  pupils  registered,  and 
actually  in  attendance  for  the  whole  or  some  part  of  the  school 
tear.

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  nearly  fourteen  per  cent  of  our 
pupils  are  registered  in  the  high  school  grades,  IX,  X,  and  XI, 
a much  higher  percentage  than  in  the  ordinary  public  school. 
While  this  may  be  explained  in  part  by  the  difficulty  in  secur- 
ing employment  and  consequent  lack  of  temptation  to  leave 
school  in  the  middle  grades,  it  is  also  due  to  a marked  desire 
on  the  part  of  many  of  our  pupils  to  continue  through  the  high 
school  grades. 
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1 h ret*  of  our  Grade  XI  boys,  by  special  arrangement  with 
the  Nova  Scotia  Department  of  Education,  took  the  provincial 
examinations  of  Grade  XI  in  June  and  all  won  their  certifi- 
cates. These  were:

Pothier  is  continuing  his  literary  course  in  Grade  XII 
at  the  Halifax  County  Academy;  Theriault,  who  is  a graduate 
piano  tuner,  has  started  business  in  northern  New  Brunswick, 
and  Graham  has  gone  to  the  United  States. 

In  the  past  ten  years  twenty-five  of  our  pupils  have  won 
Provincial  High  School  certificates  of  Grade  XI. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  we  have  three  complete 
courses  of  instruction,  literary,  music,  and  manual  training. 
This  makes  it  possible  to  work  out  daily  schedules  for  pupils 
in  keeping  with  their  varied  capabilities.

The  work  in  these  Manual  Training  Departments  is  of 
excellent  quality.  At  the  annual  boys’  and  girls’  hobby  show, 
held  in  the  spring,  our  pupils  won  for  the  second  time  the  shield 
for  the  highest  number  of  credits  won  by  any  group  or  school. 

Related  to  both  the  Music  and  Manual  Training  De- 
partments is  the  Tuning  Department.  Five  young  men  re- 
ceived training  in  tuning  during  the  year,  one  of  whom,  Bruno 
Theriault,  of  Tracadie,  N.  B.,  graduated. 

During  the  year  14  girls  took  our  very  practical  course 
in  Household  Science,  10  in  first  year’s  work  and  4 in  advanced 
work.  The  four  senior  girls  were  given  their  certificates  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  They  were:

Both  girls  and  boys'  physical  drill  classes  were  somewhat 
shaken  by  the  abnormal  amount  of  illness  in  the  School  during 
the  year,  but  towards  the  end  of  the  session  these  classes 
became  normal  and  presented  an  excellent  public  exhibition 
of  their  work. 
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Through  ihe  courtesy  of  the  V.  M.  C.  A.  two  groups 
of  our  boys,  junior  and  senior,  received  valuable  instruction  in 
swimming  during  the  winter  months. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  excellent  leadership  given 
by  Miss  Marjorie  Gates  to  our  Girl  Guides  and  that  of  Mr. 
George  Baker  to  our  Boy  Scouts.  Both  these  activities  as 
carried  on  in  our  school  make  for  character  building  and  train- 
ing in  good  citizenship. 

During  the  year  our  Braille  Library  distributed  to  readers 
1086  volumes.  There  were  37  readers  in  the  School  and  18 
outside.  In  addition  twelve  persons  are  constant  readers  of 
Braille  periodicals. 

Field  investigation  was  carried  on  during  the  summer  by 
your  Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Allen.  In  all  sixty  cases  were 
examined.  These  max'  be  classified  as  follows: 

(A)  29  eligible  pupils  who  have  since  been  admitted. 

(B)  2 who  may  be  considered  as  future  eligibles. 

(C)  13  who  may  be  called  future  doubtfuls.  Their 

becoming  or  not  becoming  pupils  of  the  School 
depends  upon  several  factors  such  as  progress  of 
present  degree  of  vision,  whether  downward  or 
upward,  or  development  physically  or  mentally. 

(D)  13  were  found  ineligible  for  admission  on  account 

of  having  too  much  vision.  Several  of  these  were 
assisted  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Canadian 
National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  and  in  other 
cases  the  parents  were  persuaded  to  have  the 
children  examined  and  fitted  with  glasses. 
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(E)  3 were  found  ineligible  for  reasons  other  than  hav- 

ing too  much  vision. 

In  addition  to  visiting  homes  of  prospective  pupils  we 
call  upon  many  who  are  already. attending  the  School  and  some 
of  those  who  have  ceased  attendance.  We  find  this  social 
phase  of  our  work  pleasant  and  of  distinct  value  in  maintaining 
cordial  relationships  between  the  homes  and  the  School. 

Your  Superintendent  should  not  close  this  report  without 
acknowledging  the  unswerving  faithfulness  and  cooperation 
of  the  Staff  and  their  genuine  interest  in  the  welfare  of  our 
pupils.

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General  Information 


Territory  : While  known  as  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Bhnd,  this  school  really  serves  the  blind  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces  and  Newfoundland. 


Eligibility  for  Admission:  Any  person  resident  within 
the  above  mentioned  territory,  between  the  ages  of  six  and 
twenty-one  years,  who  has  insufficient  sight  to  make  proper 
use  of  the  public  schools,  who  has  sufficient  mentality  to  benefit 
by  literary  or  industrial  training,  and  who  is  of  good  moral 
charactei  is  eligible  as  a pupil.  Special  arrangements  may 
be  made  for  the  admission  of  worthy  and  otherwise  desirable 
applicants  over  the  age  of  twenty-one. 

\\  hile  it  is  desirable  that  pupils  should  begin  work  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  in  September  or  January,  pupils  may  be 
admitted  at  any  time  by  special  arrangement. 

Expense:  To  pupils  having  a legal  settlement  in  Nova 
Scotia  or  New  Brunswick  the  School  is  absolutely  free  as  to 
board,  lodging,  laundry  and  training.  Pupils  are  expected  to 
pay  their  own  travelling  expenses  and  supply  their  own  cloth- 
ing and  smaller  personal  needs.  Pupils  residing  in  Newfound- 
land should  apply  to  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind,  St.  John’s,  and  those  in  Prince  Edward  Island  to  their 
local  government  representative. 


Housing : Our  pupils  and  staff  are  housed  in  comfortable 
buildings,  hot  water  heated  and  electric  lighted.  Every  pre- 
caution is  taken  against  fire  menace,  and  a regularly  employed 
watchman  patrols  all  parts  of  the  buildings  every  hour  of  the 
night. 
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Health:  The  health  of  the  pupils  is  under  the  care  of  a 
permanent  resident  nurse  and  assistant,  a medical  interne 
and  three  regular  visiting  physicians.  In  addition  the  School 
has  the  services  of  four  expert  oculists,  and  very  effort  is  made 
not  only  to  safeguard  but  to  improve  as  far  as  possible  the 
amount  of  vision  possessed  by  some  of  our  pupils. 

Religious  Advantages:  The  School  is  positively  non- 
sectarian. Pupils  are  required  to  attend  in  supervised  groups 
the  services  of  city  churches  representing  the  denomination 
stated  on  the  original  application  forms,  and  no  deviation  is 
allowed  from  this  policy  except  on  written  request  of  parents 
or  guardians.  Religious  instruction  in  Sunday  School  classes 
is  carried  on  in  the  school  by  volunteer  workers  from  the 
pupils'  own  churches,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  facilitate 
the  performance  of  the  religious  duties  of  all  pupils  in  their 
chosen  creed. 

Educational  Training:  The  educational  system  of  the 
School  falls  into  three  departments  Literary,  Music  and 
Manual  Training. 

Literary:  In  the  Literary  Department  the  entire  regular 
school  course  is  covered  from  kindergarten  to  the  end  of  the 
third  j'ear  of  high  school  work.  In  addition  pupils  are  given 
a course  in  practical  typewriting.  While  many  of  our  pupils 
are  taught  to  read  and  write  Braille  (the  raised  point  system 
used  by  the  blind)  those  whose  degree  of  sight  warrants  it 
are  permitted  a limited  use  of  ink  print  and  pencil  work. 
Four  diplomas  are  granted  from  this  department:  Common 
School,  High  School  First  Year,  High  School  Second  Year,  High 
School  Third  Year. 

Musical:  In  the  Musical  Department  pupils  receive 
thorough  training  in  piano  music,  a limited  number  receive 
individual  vocal  instruction,  and  selected  pupils  instruction 
in  playing  the  pipe  organ,  clarinet,  mandolin  and  guitar. 
Diplomas  or  certificates  are  given  in  accordance  with  the  work 
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covered.  Regular  and  efficient  classes  in  chorus  singing  are 
conducted  for  both  older  and  younger  pupils. 

A very  important  department  of  instruction  is  that  in 
pianoforte  tuning,  and  diplomas  are  given  to  men  who  satis- 
factorily complete  this  course. 

Manual  Training:  In  the  Manual  Training  Depart- 
ment instruction  is  given  in  woodwork,  broom-making,  brush 
making,  mattress-making  and  repairing,  shoe  repairing,  cane- 
seating, reed  basketry,  rug-weaving,  sewing  and  knitting. 
Certificates  are  granted  to  graduates  in  accordance  with  the 
courses  covered. 


Excellent  classes  in  physical  drill  for  both  girls  and  boys 
are  conducted  by  trained  instructors. 

Maintenance:  The  School  is  maintained  by  per  capita 
grants  from  the  three  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland, 
by  the  income  from  a small  endowment,  and  by  public  dona- 
tions. 


Management:  The  affairs  of  the  School  are  under  the 
direction  of  a board  of  twelve  members,  which  holds  regular 


monthly  meetings  and  the  members  of  which  take  a keen  per- 
sonal interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  institution  and  its  pupils. 
The  Provincial  Secretary  of  Nova  Scotia  and  the  Premiers  of 
New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island  are  ex-officio 
Managers.  The  School’s  finances  are  kept  by  modern  business- 
like methods,  are  audited  annually  by  a chartered  account- 
ant, and  the  financial  statement  published  in  the  regular 
annual  reports.  Visitors  are  invited  to  inspect  the  School 
at  any  time,  and  a keener  interest  on  the  part  of  the  public 


is  solicited.

This  fund  was  established  early  in  1917  for  the  purpose 
of  creating  supplementary  annual  income  for  the  work  of  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  and  for  the  various  enterprises 
in  connection  with  the  adult  blind  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland. 

The  Trustees  are  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  and  the  Eastern  Trust  Company. 

The  Capital  Investments  at  September  30,  1941,  amount- 
ed to  $61,509.40,  and  the  gross  income  for  the  year  ended  Sept- 
ember 30,  1941,  was  $2,984.58-

The  Home-teaching  Fund 


This  fund  was  established  early  in  the  year  1893  for  the 
purpose  of  creating  an  annual  income  to  be  used  in  the  work 
of  home-teaching  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfound- 
land. Collections  were  made  from  the  public  of  this  territory 
from  May  26,  1893,  to  August  15,  1917.  The  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  are  the  trustees 
of  the  Fund,  and  the  capital  securities  are  deposited  with 
the  Eastern  Trust  Company.  The  value  of  these  securities 
as  at  June  30,  1938,  was  $13,175.00. 

In  addition  to  the  income  from  the  funds  under  its  own 
name,  the  Home-Teaching  Fund  receives  25  per  cent  of 
the  annual  income  from  the  Blind  Endowment  Fund,  (See 
above);  and  by  an  agreement  entered  into  October  1,  1919,
